The ease of the state ag.iii st Jo in 
\Y. Johnston, whieh began in 
eourt 
here Monday, went to the jury this 
afternoon about throe o’eloek. Jo h n ­ 
son is a farmer 
living in northern 
Kush eounty, 
and was on trial for 
petit larceny, or for defrauding A r­ 
thur Messiek; of 82 pounds of pors 
on foot. 


John A. Titswortli made the clos­ 
ing argument for the state this a f­ 
ternoon and reviewed the ease very 
strongly, pointing out in that in 
a 
criminal ease, the actions of a 
de­ 
fendant always point out his guilt. 
He attempted to show the jury that 
all the time the rocks were 
in 
the 
wagon, and Messiek was along, that 
he attempted many times to get rid 
of Messiek, so that the roeks could 
be disposed of. 


The defense put up a strong argu­ 
ment, and attempted 
disprove the 
idea that the rooks were ever placed 
in the wagon, and that there was no 
intention of any kind to defraud the 
prosecuting witness out of tlie pork. 


The evidence was completed yes­ 
terday and the arguments hegan the 
first thing this morning. 
The 
case 
Created considerable interest in the 
Knightstown vicinity, and the court 
room was almost filled with people, 
hearing the evidence. 


Johnson was originally charged in 
n grand jury 
indictment 
in 
two 
counts, the first being for petit lar“ 
eeny, and the second l^>r obtaining 
goods under false 
pretenses. 
The 
last count was dismissed toward the 
end of the trial, and the arguments 
in the ease were directed on the pe­ 
tit larceny charge. 


The defendant was said to have

day afternoon at public auction, be­ 
gan work to finish the structure. 
Mr. Tweedy, who filed suit for re­ 
ceiver in the circuit court here S a t­ 
urday, November 27, was the only 
bidder at the auction held yesterday 
afternoon by the receiver, 
R. 
E. 
Henley. His bid was $7,500, 
which 
was the value put on the building 
by the appraisers 
who 
were 
ap­ 
pointed by Judge* W ill 
M. 
Sparks 
after the petition for a receiver had 
been granted. 


The amount for which the build­ 
ing was sold will not 
satisfy 
the 
creditors 
because 
four 
mechanic 
liens tiled before the suit for receiv­ 
er was filed, amounted to 
$13,800, 
according to Mr. 
Tweedy’s 
com­ 
plaint. Mr. Tweedy was the largest 
creditor, his claim being $6,207.10. 
On Tuesday, the day the building 
was sold, four 
other 
claims 
were 
filed against the receiver as follows: 
Edgar V. Ruby, $1.489; Frank Red­ 
dick, 821.5 0; Jesse 
Newsom, 
$1,- 
498.25 ; Ed Adkins, $1,572.70. Total 
indebtedness is said to total $21,-

Join 
son is a farmer living in northern 
Bush comity, and was on trial for 
petit larceny, or for defrauding Ar 
thur Messick o^ 82 pounds of pork 
on foot. 


John A. Tits-worth made the clos 


ing argument for the state this af 
ternoon and reviewed the rase very 
strongly, pointing out in that in a 


• criminal case, the actions of a 
de- 


fendant always point out his guilt. 
He attempted to show the jury that 
all the time the rocks were in the 
wagon, and Messick was along, that 
he attempted many times to get rid 
of Messick, so that the rocks could 
be disposed of. 


The defense put up a strong argu- 


ment, and attempted to disprove the 
idea that the rocks wove ever placed 
in the wagon, and that there was no 
intention of any kind to defraud the 
prosecuting v/itness out of the pork. 


The evidence was completed yes- 


terday and, the arguments began the 
first thing this morning. Tlie ease 
Created considerable interest in the 
Knightstown vicinity, and the court 
room was almost filled with people, 
hearing the evidence. 


Johnson was originally charged in 


a grand jury indictment in -two 
counts, the first being for petit lar" 
ceny, and the second fyr obtaining 
goods under false pretenses. 
The 


last count was dismissed toward the 
end of the trial, and the arguments 
in the ease were directed on tiie pe- 
tit larceny charge. 


The defendant was said to have

Elevator Rope in Coal Mines. 


One of the most Impressive things 


about a colliery, to an outsider, is the 
mammoth drum 'Which winds the rope 
which brings coal up from the pit This 
monster drum may measure 150 feet 
In circumference, and weigh about 200 
tons; and it will wind in the rope with 
its load at a speed of nearly 60 miles 
an hour.. There are miles of the rope, 
•when'the pit is a deep one, like the 
Yorkshire Main colliery's, whose ver- 
tical .shaft holds Oie record for depth 
by going down nearly 1,000 yards, and 
for long' distances horizontally. 
The 


rope costs $10 a yard and its maximum 
life is three and one-half years.1 Every 
inch of it passes each day through a 
man's hands for examination. Shaft 
accidents are very^rare.
